came by freight, express or in your 
grip. Things began to look blue for 
the bootlegger. 


But now all that is changed. They 


have hit upon a scheme that for sev- 
eral weeks has been .working like a 
charm, but like all good things tan- 
not last long. 


Bill Spivins of Ada takes his pen 


in hand and writes to the Blank Blank

Inasmuch as bananas are commonly 


eaten uncooked, it li obvious that 
more or less raw starch will be in- 
gested If the fruit IB not ripe, 1. e., 
the skin has not begun to shrivel and 
darken. Raw starch may be singular* 
If Irritating to the alimentary tract of 
man and is at best poorly utilized, 
wnether it be ingested in the form of 
uncooked potatoes, chestnuts, bananas 
or other native starchy foods. No one 
would advise the use of uncooked po- 
tatoes; yet many people 
eschew a 


thoroughly ripe banana in the belief 
that this wholesome fruit Is "rotten" 
when the skin 
becomes 
darkened, 


whereas they eagerly eat the yellow- 
green starch-bearing fruit at a stage 
of 
incomplete 
ripeness. 
"Green" 


bananas, like "green" apples, are un- 
wholesome so long as the starch ban 
not been adequately converted into 
sugars in the ripening processes. But 
the delicious and innocuous ripe ba- 
nafia should not be made to suffer in 
its dietetic reputation because of the 
ignorance of the consumer. Here is 
a chance for popular education, says 
the Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 


Experience shows that the thorough- 


ly ripe banana (or the less ripe fruit, 
after cooking) Is undeserving of the 
unfavorable reputation which it has 
won In certain quarters. It forms a 
useful addition to the dietary, richer 
in nutrients and far more delicious 
than some of its more expensive com 
petltors. 


KILLED BY BLANK CARTRIDGE 


Peculiar Fatality That Accompanied 


Military Maneuvers Undertaken 


by French Troops. 


A strange and sad accident occurred 


in the course of drill maneuvers at 
Monlreuil-sous-Bois, in the suburbs of 
Paris, France, where a soldier was 
killed by a blank cartridge discharged 
at him by a fellow-soldier. A com- 
pany of the Thirty-first regiment was 
taken out to Montreuil for maneu- 
vers. At three o'clock in 'the after- 
noon the lieutenant in command de- 
cided to order a sham attack on a 
fort, which his soldiers were to storm. 
Some of the soldiers were posted as 
sentries, and the others were told that 
in storming the Imaginary fort they 
were to try specially to take the sen 
tries prisoners, but a formal order 
was given to the soldiers that they 
were not to load their rifles. In spite 
of this a shot was suddenly heard, and 
a soldier fell with -a groan. He was a 
young recruit called Laurent, and near 
him stood another soldier who had 
acted as sentry and was completely 
dumfounded by what had happened 
Either he did not know that there waa 
a cartridge in the weapon or he flrec 
thinking that it was only part of the 
sham fighting. Laurent was taken to 
the hospital at Begin, and soon after- 
wards expired. He bad been killed by 
the packing of the blank cartridge. 
which, being fired within only a yard 
or two of him, acted like a bullet. The 
unfortunate soldier was the eldest son 
of a widow, who has three smaller 
children to bring up.

The Survey has just published a re- 
port by W. C. Phalen on "Beanxite 
and Aluminum," an advance chapter 
from

Resources pf 
the 


United States" for 1911, which gives 
a comprehensive 
review of the in- 


dustry • for /the year. 
Bauxite orei, 


the present source for metallic alum- 
inum, is mined in Arkansas, Georgia, 
Alabama, and Tennessee, the output 
from these States combined amount- 
ing in 1911 to Ij.l.GIS long tons, valu- 
ed at $750,649, an increase of about 
5 per cent im both quantity and val- 
ue compared 
with the 
figures for 


1910. The 
increase though 
small, 


shows a healthful condition of the 
industries dependent on this ore for 
raw material. 


The chief uses of bauxite in the 


manufacture of metallic aluminum, 
of aluminum salts, of aljindum or fus- 
ed alumina, which finds extensive use 
as an abrasive and to a minor extent 
in the making of bauxtie brick and 
of plaster compositions.

France has used frozen beef to a con- 
stderabif extent, Just at do the Brit- 
ish and! .Oerman armies, but the dim- 
culty tMt ia presented with chilled 
beef Is-1bat it is not Known how long 
or how well it wlii stand the frequent 
handling necessary to army trans- 
portation. 


To farther this trial cold storage 


depots were established in tne last 
year at Paris, Eplnal, Toul, Verdun 
and Bctfort. When the hot weather 
of the summer arrived the chilled 
meats from these depots were carried 
to the camps In motor trucks and dis- 
tributed thence to tne various regi- 
ments by horse drawn vehicles. Very 
satisfactory results are said to bare 
been obtained. 


The temperature In the cold stor- 


age was from 32 to 34 degrees Fabren. 
belt. The meat was encased In anti- 
septic tnuslin bags when taken out 
for delivery to the army. 


The limit within which chilled meat 


oould be handled satisfactorily seemed 
to be about two days. »

Youn0 Minister Decidedly Would Net

Effect of Artificial Lights on Air. 
Tests on the Influence of light 


sources on the air of a dwelling room 
have Just been made In a room 14 
feet long, 12 feet wide, and 12 feet 
high, provided with one door and two 
windows, also a latticed ventilator 8 
inches from the floor and one on the 
opposite .side 8 Inches from the ceil- 
ing." For the first experiment a tan- 
talum electric lamp was burned; for 
the second experiment a Welsbach gas 
light of like candle power was used. 
Tests made after a three hours' burn- 
Ing showed that the electric light in- 
creased the amount of carbon dioxide 
by 1.054 per cent, the gas light by 
only 0.181 per cent. The fact that a 
larger amount of carbon dioxide may 
be found when electric lights are used 
has been attributed to the hotter gas 
flame, which causes a more effective 
circulation of the air and therefore re- 
moves the carbonic acid ga* more 
speedily. 


Record Price for Quail. 


Brig. Oen. Clarence 
H. Edwards,, 


chief of the Insular bureau of the war 
department, has returned from a quail 
Itunt In North Carolina, and the friends 
to whom he sent birds are elated over 
fearing eaten the highest-priced game 
on record.
